600 are definitely at ri&k from epilepsy attacks 
tfiggered by TV. video games and other light sources. 

Up lo 150 people each year may have their first seirure 
brotjght on tjy playing a video game, allhotjgh there is no evi- 
dence that photo-sensitivity car actually be caused by the 
games. 

Mosi newly diagnosed phofo-sensifive epileptics are tietween 
seven and 19 years old, It adds.

MRBackup was recently released on a shareware 
basis, giving all oi us an excetlerit opportunity to sample mis prolessional spltware Iree 
ol charge. 

Those who wish to carry on using MRBackup Professional will find details In the on- 
dl&K documentation of the eorripany's offer of a manual in excliange iof a small share- 
ware regislratiort lee. 

Ttw program worlts by scanning a hard drive tor all files, oHenng 1he user a list ol 
those available for backup., than salel^f builds a copy ol the selected files and directo- 
ries on a numtser ol lioppnes. In this way, the user can ensure his or her data is safe 
Irom unexpected disasters, a virtal 11 mjch overlooked practice lor all HD owners. 

As Ihe program is griginally supplied an a disk of Its own, we've archived the lol in 
our usual fashion and you'll tiave IQ unpack the archive first. Once this process Is com- 
plete, boot ffom your hard drive and insert MRBackup fn a drive, open the disk window 
and douWe elk* or the MRBackup ieori. 

A window will appear with a vanely of options and buttons on oKer- First, a string 
gadgets let! the program where Its preferences are saved, which by ctefauK is on Ihe 
MRBackup disk artd shouldn't be changed. Mejrt tt»ere is tfie home path, which simply 
tells MRBacitup which hard drive lo 1ooJ< al first and shouldn't rteed to be fiddled with 
as yet. Finally, the backup path Is seleclaole using ihe third gadget. 

This is OFCl; for the moment, indkiating thai MRBackup will use Ihe Internal floppy 
drive to wrile backups and look for restored data. This can be changed to another drive 
if you like by clicking on ifie question mark butlon. A file requester wili appear, using 
wnich you can choose to wrila dala to a different floppy dnve. 

It a second floppy is attached IQ your Amiga's esilefnal drive port, MRBackup will 
automaticaSly delect this and use 11, so there's really no need to change this setting 
either. Below the string gadgets, four floppy disk icons represent which drives might 
potentially bs awailaWe, and those wtilch ara not will be ghosted out. 

On the rigtvt ol the string, gadgets, several other oplkins are presented, the first of 
wtiich is a frivolous voice button which, il set to on, wilt lorce MRBackup lo report all 
system responsBS via the Workbencfv narrator device. Below this is an important but- 
ton wtiich governs Ihe type ol backup rnedia used. 

Clicking on this toggles through three setUngs - AmigatXJS, Fast Disk, and SCSI 
tape. The Irr^t will save ail data to normal Amiga disks as normal Amiga tiles artd is 
rather alow, ttwugh 11 does have the advantage of tmlng ultra safe {paranoid hard dnve 
users take note). The second is the default Fast Disk setting which MRBackup uses for 
most backups. Fasit D-isk uses any 3. Sin floppy and formats it as tt* dala is written to 
the disk, automatically splitting large Hies acro&s two or more dtsks lo use all available 

disk space. 

The resulting backup disks will only be recognised by f\^RBad(up (so make sijre yo<u 
have a backup of P^R Backup somewhere sate!), but has ihe advantage of being 
secure, and much lasier ttian Ihe AmigaDOS method. 

A third option is available for tinose with access lo SCSI tape streamer devices, the 
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most eHitient and speedy backup method but also one which the vast nwjority ol us 
will not use. 

Tape streamers are huge digflat tape devices capaWe ol storing the conierts ot an 
entire HD on ojve tape, but they are usually only fourrf attached to network senders m 
oifflce settirtgs. 

To found oft the buttons on the main screen, a row ol five gadgets can be used to 
access the vafious sections of the program. Optloos opens a screen on which the user 
can set ihe dale lor ihe backup. Ihe prelix tor backup disks, stjch as "MyPiccies", and a 
variety ol preference settings controtling fww backups and restof es are earned out. 

This wouW be a good lime to his the help key lo summon MRSackup's excelleni on- 
line help. Using ihe Browse, Contents, and Restore buttons we can move through a 
variety of infonnalion screens wtiere tips ar*d information of ail kindis are stored. 

Use the on-line help tor any option on which you are unsvre, but ttiere are mree but- 
tons we need to take a closer look al. Two ot these, marked Compfessiofi and 
Decompression, tell the program what type oc crunching to use on the data being 
backed up and range from none lo IG-bit. The higher (He compression goes ihe fewer 
floppies are needed . but bacl^up times i ncrease dramatically . 

Third and most irnportani is the butlori m the lower nght-hand corner labelled Venty 
Writes, By delault this is set to *no". whwh means data saved to a floppy during a 
backup Is not tested lor en^of s, but we wouM recommefid Ihis Is always set to "yes" 

Backups will take half as long again when venficalion is lumed on. bul if dodgy oW 
disks are used the user can find on attempting to f estore tfie data ihat disk lour in a set 
of 23 is corrupt, which means the data on all subsequent disks cannot be accessed, a 
nightmare we could all do without. 

Now click on OK to lake us back to the main screen and ckck on the Filters btjttDn. 
Filters have lo be written using a lext editor such as ED. bul can be very usbIuI in 
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#■ hox icon {sec diagram kv dvt^Ui^) ^nd 
driw a boi; anvwhere on the page. We 
dtfted in cursor moder which is usicd for 
■nst things including cnealinp boxes, but 
d we now want to inpul some text we'll 
hjve to change to test input by clJcking.

Wa might simply want fo anisufe that, say, Itie directories ooniaining tnjsmess let- 
ters. PageSetter layouts, and images generalecf in DPainl or a rerderirig package are 
selected for backup, and fitters can b* written lo insiruct MBBackup of this. All instruc- 
tions on the format ot lillets can be accessed Irom this screen by pressing the help key 
again, 

Let's 90 back lo (he rnain screen again and Click on Backup. From hsfB wa can 
start a backup using Ihe home path $$l In the rrkain screen and any fillers we liave 
constructed, so skip back lo the main screen, set the homefiath as SYS:Prefs, Ihen 
relum to Ih^ backup screen and clwk on Ok. 

Your PrefH drawer will be scanned for all tiles (unless a filter was; sel} and a new 
screen wiil appear showing Itie drawer tn a window to the left- On the nghl, a number 
of optiorts are available lo select or deselect flies, and hwo siring gadgets can be used 
to lell tht program which files to include or endude using standar 
d Arr.igaDOS wildcards. 

Oi rectory contents 

Dotjijle ctick on tike Prefs drawer as listed in the window and MHBackup will display 
the directory Donients, ail ol which are selected at the moment.

II you don't bother or can't remamber where the catalogue was saved, use Ihe 
rebuild catatogue ophon from the main screen's Opefations menu. This could take 
some time, but is better than restoring 2QMb of tJata just to retrieve one file. 

To oomptele our test mn, we can restore the data lo hard drive, but Ibis is not reo- 
ommended unless forced on the user by a catastrophe such as a read/write error, 

The first rule of hard drive use is itkal 11 it works, don't mess with if, se we'll restore 
the dala lo a safe place such as RAM: (if you bave a spare 1 Mb or so} or another 
drawer on the hard drive. 

Back on Ihe main screen, set (he Home Palh lo RAfvl; or a safe directory such as 
SYS:Stcirage, ihen go to the Restore screen by clicking Ihe appropriate button on the 
main screen and click on OK. 

A requester should appear to tell you thai a catalogue is only necessary <( you want 
a partial restore (seiecting only certain files to retrieve). As we are restonng ihe comr 
plele Prels drawer, just click on Ignore Catatogue, 

You will be prompted to insert ttie backup disk and the program will nead the disk 
and saw Ite hacked-up tiles m Ihe direclory chosen using Home Path. 

Once Ihe restore is complete ycHJ can check for youraell and a copy of yO«r Prefs 
drawer should be silting ihere gelly waving and B.-miiing, safs in the knowledge frat 
he's been cloned. 

Thai is Ihe essence ot MrBackup, .and by following Ihe above rules, making sure 
you set the oorrecl patfis and use verify, you should he able to ensure that your pre- 
cious data is protected from future mishaps.

This is done by choosing Deposit on Ihe Capital menu and 
typing in a figure.

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So if you have copied i pruy.'jni "rLini the CoverDisk 
to your Work disk or hard drive make sure you also copy 
any other hies the program requires, ie fonts, libraries, 
device drivers and Ccommands, 



De-archiving 

Occasionally we have so- many programs to fit onto the 
CoverDisk that i^ve have to amhive Ihem. Archiving is 
wttere we take the entire contents of a disk and com- 
press them into one file which is much smaller, giving 
us space to fit more programs onto the disk. 

Dearchiving programs which are on the CoveHDisk 
Is a very simple task, (f a pfogram has been archived 
then you will need a Wank dbk to dearchive il onto. 

Say we have archived a program caHed FRED. You 
simply doubleclick on FRED'S icon, and will be asked if 
yoo have a btank diik neadly to dean:hjve to. Type "y" 
or "n" accordingly. 

Your computer vyill then copy the archived file into 
Its memory and ask you to insert y&ur blank disk. It will 
proceed to format the disk, and will then de<runch 
th0 archived fiie onto you r blank disk. 

Once this has been done you can simply reboot 
your machine witii the diik which contains the 
dearcliived program on it and then use the program as 
instmcted in the CoverDisk pages, 

Note that il you have a Worl^bench 2 or upwardi 
machine you must boot with the CoverDisk write- 
enabled to perfonn the dearchiving process

A number of ^bil sourKJ samplers now 
provide direct-to-dlsk facilities, bul at pre- 
sent Ihere are no cheap equivalent IG-dit 
products. This, however, is an area that la 
definitely on the move and new offerings 
aro just around the corner. 

Remember however that 1&-blt sound 
sampling hardware may not be the end ot 
the expense - top of the range 1&-bit 
sampling packagas like the SunRize 
AD51G need to be used with fast Amigas 
and fast, high-capacity hard dieks. 

Atter your very first minute of CD 
quality stereo (two tracks sampled at 
^4AkHz) you will find that W megabytes 
of storage space have gone. It's quite 
likely that newer, low cost. 16-blt boands 
are still going to need the support of 
powerful Amigas to gel the best from 
thBfli,

Wavt'Tctols opens on a Workbench 
screen with a small control panel htW- 
dling an array of ssimples. Not surpris- 
ingly you can open as many windows 
as you wsnt, futtin^, pistinR, copying 
and mixing between them as fet|uired. 

Just like its innuitierjble H-bit coun- 
tH^rparls- you're S-^ven the ability to 
mark and play regions via the usual 
click and drag mouse manoeuvres, and 
you're free to initiate playback from 
any point- But of course before you can 
edit it's a good i:d«a to have a sample 
on hand. 

RECORDING 

Clicking on record initiates the pro- 
cess, though before you «r import 
finything you have to define the file 
name or opt fof Ihe monitor screen 

which allows you to adjust the various 
I/O signals thereby avoiding clipping 
problems, during recording. 

If flll's well you can return to the 
main windmv, rd-sclect record, and

PROBLEWIS 

.\i for ^.i.Hiiid LjuallLy there are no 
complaints whatsoever. In fact it ranks 
atongsidi,' any direct-to-disk system on 
the market, Alas good sound tjujlily 
atone tliiesn't make a great sampler. 

Although mentioned briefly, mixing 
is a real let-down. As you'd expect, the 
process allows two sample* to be com- 
bined into a new super sample. 
Unfortunately mixing Within 
Wav^TooIs is at best a hit and miss 
affair. 

The system can only play one stereo 
sample at a time, so there's no means 
of monitoring both samples in real 
time. As a result you're forced to adjust 
the levels of &ach via small graphic 
oscilloscopes which move in response 
tfl accompanying sliders. 

The user is consequently forced into 
a bit of graphical guess work which 
more often than not is woetully inade- 
k]Uate. Worse still, it Is impossible to 
monitor the volume changes prior (o 
mixing, even cm an individual basis, 
Fortunately an undo option is pro- 
vided, bltt this requires yet another file 
on disk which of course eats up yet 
more valuable disk space. 

With the aforementioned limitations 
it wotild appear there's little to recom- 
mend WaveTools. Thank fully hoivevt.>f

an imminent update could turn the tide 
and allow the board's excellent sound 
quality to team up with much 
improved functiofiatity. 

As you peruse the glossy folds of 
AC, the finishing, touches are being 
applied to an add-on card which will 
provide a DSP, SMPTE timecode and 
most important of all real lime eight- 
track recording and mixing.

MediaPoint's manual is a little lacking;

UP TO SCRATCH? 

I was really looking fi.invard to review- 
ing MediaPoint, 1 have been waiting for its 
release since [November last year, when I 
saw it for the first time at the World of 
Commtxiore in Cologne, 

I went again this year and, got myself a 
copy to review, but I have to say it's not 
up to scratch, 1 don't know what was 
wrong widi the product that delayed it fior 
so long (as there is no noticeable difference 
between the version I am reviewing 
and the version I saw last year, other 
than the name change^, but it's let 
Scala catch up with it, and eVen overtake 
it. 

But if Activa get some of the paiblem.^ 
sorted out (ic the data tj^HJS not v^'orking 
properly, the lack of a previewer in the 
page editor, the slowness of some of the 
transitions, etc), 1 think they've got a win- 
ner on their Hands,

Scala gives you a printout of its back- 
drops (unfortunately withnui the nine 
new ones! wheri^as MediaFoint has no 
documentation for its backdrops, Neither 
package has prtntouts of ttie clip ^rf 
includisd, Scala gels a binw in late in the 
first round witll its 1 "-strong collection of 
fonts in different sizes {with print outs for 
reference) compared to MijdiaPoint's nine 
fonts (without print outs), 

APPLICATIONS 

E:^pandability-wis*, MediaPomt imme- 
diately jumps to the fore with a menu that 
IS designed for the user to add his 
favourite applicaiions to, tnuch like 
ToolManager for Workbench. 

Any time you wish to run an ewtemai 
program you simply choose its name 
froffi the menu, ScjEa hah the ability to 
add in outside applications tooj but they 
must b<? piwed in a specific drawer in the 
Scala directory and they have to have 
tool types Set up to use them . 

MediaPoint's ability to grab screens 
from otht'f applications and bring them 
in, thus obviating the new) for intermedi- 
ate fite storage, is a plus; just draw what 
you want in Piprsonal Paint then grab the 
screen into the pro;^,ram. 

No need to sat'e your picture, then 
lead it in again. Medi^Point say that their 
package has expandable transitions - just 
drop new ones into ths system drawer of 
your Media Point installaton. Scab's are 
hard coded. Both packages support add- 



i 



on modules in the shape of EXa for Scala 
and XAPPs for MediaPoint. As you can 

see from the hox-ogt, both have an esiten- 
sivc co]l«1iN.>n of add-ons with Scala com- 
ing out tops for genlock support, but 
MediaPoint supporting a wider range of 
Laserdisc players and VCRs, 

Scala also has an EX calkd "Link " 
which is to allow certain other applica- 
tions liitt' Bars&Pipes Professional to con- 
trol a Scala presentiiti«»n. 

I tried to use the External tool for 
CDT^' in Scala (EX) and in MediaPoint 
(XAPP). Unfoftunately, neither of the 
packages give very much apace to [he 
topic - they simply tell you "there is a 
button here for (he start of the section" 
and no morel Both systems have an ea*y 
way to just connect a CDTV to your 
niachint^ via a nul! modem cable. 

Attaching a floppy drive to the CDTV' 
and booting one of the distribution disks 

Competition 
should ensure 
a healthy drive 
towards new ^ 
features / 

(disk 1 for Scala, disk 2 for MediaPoint) 
will ready the CDTV for EX/XAPP use. 
Both systems displaved problemji if you 
played several segments {torn the CD at 
length, then evited back to the main 
screen. 

All in all, I think that the quality of the 
documentation for this topic left a little to 
be desired, and I Only hope that tlw (tther 
modules are better catered for in this 
area. 

Scala also makes mention of a pro- 
gram called Scala Echo, which, it appears, 
is to be run as an EX to allow you to 
p*?rform assemble edits h la Video 
Director, 

As far as fades and wipes go, 
MediaPoint weighs in with S3 page 
effects, most of which have at least thnfe 
or four Variations, but only 42 test effects 
with variations. 

Scala has 103 page effwrls and a stag- 
gering Sfi tent effects, a lot of those new to 
MN'OOO, Both of them do your standard 
wipes effectively, with MediaPaint possi- 



bly just having the edge over Scala in 
terms of smoothness. 

In the more exotic wipes like the T2 or 
"Rows Odd /Even Bottom" they are 
evenl:y matched. MediaFoint loses out 
with its "you have to save the page fiist" 
approach in that you can't have random 
test effects, 

Scaia's colour fading works betier than 
McdiaPoint's too, With Scala, the transi- 
tion almost appears to be a natural pro- 
gressiion of colours, whereas with 
MediaPoint the colour changes seem to be 
harsher. [ think this hai a lot to do with 
the way backgrounds are set up in Scala 
to share the East eight co]oyrs of their 
palette. 

CONCLUSION 

Without a doubt, (his bout coiild con- 
tinue On into the nighl with both fighters 
scrabbling for that extra advantage that 
would see his opponent on the mat. 

In response to MediaPoint's low price 
Scaia's has been dropped to £32?, In the 
final analysis it will matter little as both 
have unique features to offer. Scala seems 
the better package, at the moment, but it 
is a seasoned piece of software, while the 
newcomer has all thf CKuberance of the 
young, striking out into new areas, and 
new ways of hehav ing, 

MediaPoint certainly has some matur- 
ing to do, but, and t know this is going to 
sound like a cop out, hoih p<ackages com- 
plement each other in the features they 
offer. 

This will make it very difficult to just 
buy one of the packages, prospective buv 
ers should certainly not just jump at one 
or the another but look at them side-bv- 
side, as I have, over a period of time, to 
see which ones features best suit their 
needs. 

In Conclusion, I have to say I am glad 
that there i,s, at last, some serious compett- 
tion for the title of "Best Multimedia 
Package", the inherent competition 
between the ttvo packages should ensure 
a healthy drive towards adding new fea- 
tures and eKternal applications; how 
about a Phoh>CD XAFF/EX? 

What about support for other font for- 
mats and the SSA animation format? What 
about support for other graphics cards and 
control for the add-in modules for 
Opalvision (when (hey finally come out!)? 
Come on Scala and MediaPoint, gi^-e us 
your best shot.

And of course each remote has a unique sigj^l so you cart con- 
trd as much equipment as you lik* ff!>m a giant on-screen butkwi 
bank with various sections for all manner of hardv\'art>.

With such restrictions, upgrading from 
one package to another has involved i^^fnc 
torturous decision milking, Should I throw 
awav all that hard work and start ahesh, or 
stick vvith my existing outdated sLjftware? 
What a nightmare, 

To be fair some, packages do make an 
effort lia had other formats but these are few^ 
and far between, and of course software 
ccnnpanles have a \emid interest afkd tend tis 
avoid contact mth direct competition like the _ 
plaginf. For example ImagineZ will load 
Turbo Silver and older versions of Imagine 
but nothing else. 

IMPORTS 

Due to user pressure scmic of the lates-t 
pnigrams such as lmagineI9 and Real 3D vZ 
offer support for DXP - a format supporti^d 
by the majority' of CAD packages. 

This has its uses for corporate logos, and 
architectural flythrou^si but DXF impc»rts 
an; riotnriaiisly tricky and often requiring as 
much editing time as it would to start from 
scratch. 

To be honest the probknw s-ssodated with 
model cwversion hasn't gone unndticed by 
third-party developers. As a consequertce 
there are a reasonable variety of conversion 
programs - which, again are usually tied to a 
particular product or ctsnoentrate on font 
convex ion rather than model sharing. 

Even tiO thern has been one notable e>tcep- 
tion in the form of PiJ<el 3D Trofesaional. 
Costing around £250 It ranks as perhaps (he 
most esperwli'e r^y tracing software periph- 
eral in the business. 

Unfortunately even this pricey program 
has some fairly serious limitations, most 
annoying of which is faulty conversion of 
coniplex objects. 

Although the package can convert 
between 14 different formats they're only 
really UiicfiJl when used on simple or indi-

Enter the Syndesis Corporation with 
Interchange Plus, the conversion pnagram 
and utilities suite we've all betiTi waiting 
for. Now just to save time I'll become ciw- 
pletely over excited early-on and return to 
the review in a fe\^' paragraphs. 

Being a dyed-in-th^-wool modelling 
maniac the prospect (o fnee-iih access to a 



limitless supply of models from both the 
Amij^a and PC is quite somply manna from 
heaven. And of course any of your own 
classic creatians can now live again within 
rn'W productions. 

As lor conwrslon <:£uallt>' the results are 
quite literally astonishing. After extensive 
testing the program barely put a polygon 
out of place. Aftfi* my initial amazement at 
converting a selection of modek complete 
with their correct hiieraichicat structure and 
including colouring, ifansparency, dlfhj- 
sior and speciitsrity - where appmpriate.

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Loiiik down the list and you'll see tvi'o 
very useful functions that can be clicked 
on or off. Fgr an extra 40k of floppy 
memtiry which allows mure dalii to be 
siaved onto the disk, select the fast file 
System . 

This ff'ature is very useful but will 
only operate on Workbench 2 and above 
*cs check if you'r*' going to have to use 
someone else's Amiga at some stage that 
they have the version required. Ynur 
12lK] comes viriith Workfciench 3, the latest 
edition. 

Directory cacheing speeds up the 
opening of drawers, file requestings and 
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listings which is Very useful for hunting 
through many files on one disk because 
there's less waiting involved. 
Unforturtately, it can only be run on. v3 of 
Workbench so again check if you are 
going to be using it on somebody else's 
machine. 

After selecting what you want, choose 
either Fortmat or Quick format. Format 
erases every tiling on the disk which is 
constructed out of n S(?rses of cylinders 
that are numbered from through to 79. 
The computer systematically goes 
through each one, wiping it of all 
information. 

Quick format is u»ed on disks that 
have already hem correctly formatted for 
the Amiga and is simply there for the 
user to quickly set up a freah floppy for 
files to bs transferred on to by making ihe 
previous inftirmiition stores! wnwrile pro- 
tected and undetectable by the computef . 

For your initial purposes, click on for- 
ma! and you'll bt presented u'ith a for- 
mat request window which u'ill then ask 
if you're absolutely sure that yo« wanl to 
wipe the current volume {disk). 

Pressing <in format produces a jwi- 
centage window which slowly fills m as 
the disk is (^ormatled. This can be stopped 
at any point by clicking on, yes, you've 
giiHssed it, stop. 

Orce the micro has finished, the sciea* 
will revert back to the WofkNffich dis- 
playing the disk with it's new name, 
ready to be used at your 
leisure.

These inciiided graduated papefs. an effect 
rruiny irj' Jo reproduce on their home printers uasuceciiifully 
because of the lijgh resolution nyL-dtjd to prim the hundreds of 
different shadt'.i;. The DEC\dry gradient are all linear, froin dark 
to light down the page. 

(f you are looking to stand out in a crowd thtire are fluorescent 
coJours, and as wdl as these general purpose papers there are 
many specialist designs in pastel colours so ihat text tan be 
selectively placed on top of the cultHira. 

You can choose fmm piipers with themes like the written 
word. snowT landscapes, seaside landscapes, bill loon inf;, 
cotnmunications, birthday's, thildrtrn, sports, computing, and lots, 
ks& more. 

COPIER PAPER 

The designs conie in nKwe than more one format. The basic 
one is an A4, single-sidtfd design, nn a paper weight of 80 gs-m. 
the same as your average copier paper. 

But there are other weights and .siaes arailal)le, liku 165 BStn, 
which is a .stiff card, und A3 8(1 ji^sfn, great for making eye-
